Agriculture Come Into Effect. ~- 


The new regulations of the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture under the Destric- 
tive Insect and Pest Act, requiring the 
inspection of all imported nursery 
stock, went into effect on the 1st of 
September. Importers of nursery 
stock, Which includes all plants for 
ornamental purposes or propagation, 
such as trees, shrubs, vines; bulbs, 
perennials, etc., except seeds, Will be 
required in future to. secure a permit 
before shipments are brought into 
Canada, 

Imports must ‘he inspected before 
leaving the country of origin. and’a 
certificate of inspection must accom- 
pany the invoice. Imports from-other 
countries: than the United States. can 
enter Canada only through St. John, 
N.B., Montreal, Niagara Falls or Van- 
couver, At these points shipments 
will be-re-Inspected or. large ship- 
ments may be allowed to proceed to 
destination for ‘inspection. The im- 
port of certain plants, the official an- 
nouncement adds, has been prohibited 


on account of insect pests or, plant.

This announcement is of great national importance and is bound ‘to have 
a profound effect upon future consideration of grave economic isstes in this 
wountry. It is cer tainly disappointing to the West, and to Alberta in particu- 

Jar, where high hopes were’entertained that a large market for Alberta coal 
could be built up in Eastern Canada. 

‘Those, too, who are anxious to see Canada become more and more. a self- 
supporting country are greviously disappointed. | Instead of sending tens of 
milliong of dollars annually into the United States for coal,’ thus’ adding enor- 
mously fo our imports and swelling the adverse balance of trade between the 
Dominion and the Republic, it was hoped that this money could be kept at 
home, paid out in wages to\Cavadian miners and assist in the development of 
Cuiada’s natural resources, : 

But it is not to be. Why? Because of geographical conditions. In 
other words, because of the lohg and expensive haul from the West to the 
Hast, and the East will not pay the price. It is easier for Ontario to continue 
buytfig in the United States, and as there is ne Canadian tariff imposed. on 
Pennsylvania anthracite coal the’ good people of Ontario can buy it just, as 
cheaply as the people of the United States. Coal is one thing in regard to 
which the Ontario manufacturer, and Ontario people generally, are ardent 
free. traders. 

The fact that Ontario has been made to realize in the matter of coal that 
geographical conditions must bé recognized, and that trade cannot “willy nilly” 
be torced over geographical barriers, ‘that, in*ta word, geographical conditions 
huve a very direct bearing in econdémiecs, will, it is to be hoped, open the eyes 
ot Eastern people to the fact that the West has to struggle against those same 
barriers,’ and pay the oe on every carload of freight from Ontario ‘to the 
prairies. | \ 

Ontario is not denied the right to obtain its coal supplies from its nearest 
and cheapest: market, the United States. Nor is ahy customs duty imposed 
upon them in so doing thus forcing them to pay more than the actual market 
value of the coal. 

But when it comes to consideration of the question of allowing the people. 
_ of the West-to’ buy, oF évéen to sell, in their ngarest and most advantageous 
market, Ontario objects most strendously and® declares that.in the interests 
of Canada’s national development and prosperity, Canadians must buy “made 
in Canada” commoditiés, and traffic must be kept in Canadian channels re- 
zardless of the cost of the geographical difficulties to be overcome, and in the 
overcoming of which the West is called upon to pay. 

If the Ontario manufacturer really and truly believes that it is essential 
above all things that Canadian industries should be developed and prosper, 
and to that end-should be protected by a tariff wall, then .he should not dnly 
be willing to give a voluntary preference to Canadian coal, but he should 
prove his consistency by appealing to the Dominion Government to impose a 
adluty on United States coal sufficiently high to enable Alberta coal to be ship- 
yed to Ontario and sold there on terms of fair competition with the United 
States product. : 

There is an old saying that what is sauce for the goose is sauce for the} 
gander. Whether the East is prepared to admit this may be open to ques- 
tion, but it is inevitable that the outcome of this experiment to place Alberta 
coal on the Ontario market is going to have’ the effect of further arousing 
Western people to a knowledge of the handicaps under which they labor and 
to an even fuller realization of what many regard as an injustice, because of 
the recognized inequality, of treatment. accorded East and West based on the 
geographical conditions which exist in his Dominion.
